Several members complained of infules 
offered to themfelves and other reprefenta- 
tives by the populace ; among other things 
it was obferved, that they wanted to affaffi.

panied the king to Paris. One gentleman 
afferted, that his own houfe would have 
been plundered had it not been for the 
aon militia—The fubject was adjourn- 
ed, 

M. de Mirabeau complained to the afem- 
bly of fume expreflion ufed by M. de St. 
Prieft, minifter for Paris, on Monday laft, 
which he faid might have been attended with 
fatal confequences, ' 

M. Mirabeau afferted, that when 4 or |, 
5000 women arrived at Verfailles {rom Pa- 
ris on purpofe to afk for bread, they addrefi- 
ed themfelves to M. de St. Priet 5 who res 
plied in he following words: ‘* Ladies 
when you had but one king you never want- 
ed bread—at prefent you have 1200 go 
and afk them for fome.” 

This affair, which excited the moft liyely 
ienfations in the affembly, was ordered to 
be immediately reported to the commitree 
of inquiry.

THE BRABANTIAN TERRITORIES. 

The celebrated Vandernoode, the doctor 
Franklin of Brabant, has been near affaffina- 
tion !~~Four defperadoes, from Vienna, 
Jately went to Breda on this deteftable expe- 
dition—and one of them on entering Van- 
dernoodt’s prefence fired a piftol at him, 
which happily miffed him. The mifcreants 
efcaped, though clofely purfued. 

A like attempt has been made on M. de 
Marmol, at his feat near Breda—He had re- 
tired to this place ever fince the fenior soun- 
Yellors, to which body he belonged, were 
fupprefied. He wasin his gardeh, when a 
Marechauffee of Auftrian Brabrant came 

' fuddenly behind him, feized a fpade, and 
firuck him on the head.—He was refcued by 
his gardeners from the violence, and the fel- 
Jow was fent to prifon to take his trial. 

Vandernoodt has long been obnoxious to 
the emperor—His manly and fpirited writ- 
ings have fucceffively expofed chat left han- 
ded Machiavel Linguet, and alfo in{pired the 
people of Brabant with the principles they 
pofleffed when the Dutch republic was form- 
ed. 

The French queen has prefented her jew- 
els to the national affembly ; how much 
would ic redound te the praife of our crown- 
ed heads to emulate her conduct, were fuch 
a furrender even made to reftore to their 
freedom thoufands of wretched and pining 
confined debtors !
